BPAI decision was made on 03/17/2008. The rejection of claims 4, 13, and 46 under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as containing new matter was reversed. The rejection of claims 4, 
13, and 46 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of enablement was 
reversed. The rejection of claims 4, 13, 46, and 50 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for 
failing to meet the written description requirement was reversed. 

Claims 4, 13, 46, and 50 are free of prior art. Claim 4 is a composition whereas claims 
13, 46, and 50 are methods of using the composition for treatment. 

The closest prior is the reference Liang et al, Evidence that surface proteins Snl4 and 
Snl6 of Sarcocystis neurona merozoites are involved in infection and immunity. Infect Immun. 
66(5): 1834-8, 1998. The proteins Snl6 and Snl4 of Sarcocystis neurona taught by Liang et al. 
are encompassed by the limitation "a single naturally occurring 16 (± 4) kDa protein isolated 
from Sarcocystis neurona" recited in claim 4 of instant application. Liang et al. taught 
separation of Sn30 protein from Snl6 and Snl4 proteins by an immunoblot (See Figure 1). 
However, Liang et al. does not anticipate or render claim 4 of instant application obvious 
because Liang et al. does not teach or suggest a composition consisting of a single naturally 
occurring 16 (±4) kDa protein antigen isolated from Sarcocystis neurona and a single naturally 
occurring 30 (±4) kDa protein antigen isolated from_Sarcocystis neurona in a pharmaceutically 
accepted carrier.
